Editors, Printers and Telegraph Opera* 
tors Im prisoned on the Seventh 
Floor of the Structure. 


Seven Mangled Bodies at the Morgue 
and Many Others Probably in 
the Ruins, 


M in n e a p o l is, Minn., Dec. 2.—Between 
IO and ll o’clock Saturday night' fire 
broke out in the third floor of the Tribune 
newspaper building in this city and the 
building is a total loss, with a loss of life 
of fifteen or twenty and possibly more. 
The fire, which started on the third floor 
at about 10:30, made such rapid headway 
that in a very few moments the sixty-five 
men working on the seventh floor found 
that escape was being cut off and made a 
dash in a body for the stairway. 
Forty 
made the run safely and got out. 
The 
rest made a frantic effort to get through 
the blinding smoke. 
Five of these were 
cut off at the fourth floor and jumped to 
tho pavement. 
Three of them were badly 
burt and the other two killed, being man­ 
gled frightfully. 
Tho fire broke out in the third floor and 
soon the upper stories were cut oT from 
the street. 
The building was on the cor­ 
ner aud the only adjoining buildings were 
only one story in height, so that no means 
of escape was afforded in that direction. 
The flumes cut off the escape of the Pion­ 
eer Press force on the sixth floor as well as 
the Tribune folks on 
the seventh and 
eighth. 
Reporter Barnes of the Pioneer 
Press had a narrow escape from the band­ 
ing and left l>ehind him Milton Picket^ 
the assistant city editor nd one of the old­ 
est men in the service of the paper. 
Pick­ 
ett was lost in the Durning building. 
But the Tribune force suffered most. 
They were located higher in the building 
and had less warning of their danger. 
John Olsen, the president of a Dakota 
college, was in the composing rooms at 
the time the flames broke out looking af­ 
ter an advertisement to be inserted in the 
morning paper. 
He jumped from one of 
the windows to escape the flames and met 
with an even more horrible death from 
shattered limbs and body. 
An Operator’s Sad Fate. 
James F. Igoe, the night operator of the 
Associated Press, met with a sad death as 
the result of his faithfulness to his employ­ 
ers. 
He was at work on the seventh floor 
wnen the report of the fire was first re­ 
ceived, and immediately opened his key, 
stating the fact to the head office at Chi- 
cago and asking for a minute's time to 
investigate. 
Soon 
he 
returned 
to 
his instrument, apparently thinking he 
was safe, and told the sending operator to 
continue. 
In a moment he said he would 
have to “skip,” and found too late that 
escape was cut off. 
He jumped from tho 
seventh story window, and was so badly 
injured that he died before reaching the 
hospital. 
He leaves a family. 
An old 
man named Pierce, a printer, was also 
killed. 
A. J. Blellum, the proprietor of the 
Tribune, says that he heard the cry of fire 
and started down stairs to investigate. On 
the third floor ho found the flames burst­ 
ing out of the Union League rooms and 
saw some man trying unsuccessfully to 
subdue them. He jumped into the elevator 
to get a fire extinguisher, which he sup­ 
posed was on the fourth floor, and started 
up after it. 
Before reaching the supposed 
location of the extinguisher ho was half 
suffocated by the dense smoke and com­ 
pelled to leave the building, which speedily 
burned down. 
The flames were to the 
north of the elevator and shot up the 
elevator shaft and stairway with terrible 
rapidity. 
Those on the upper floors who 
had not previously got out were penned 
in by the fire, which cut off the way in 
most instances to the fire escapes on the 
north side of the building. 
Mr. Blether; is 
Of the opinion that eleven lives have been 
lost 
It is almost positively known that there 
are no more printers in the ruins, every 
one’s card being accounted for. 
There is, 
however, a bare possibility that some 
printers had come to town Saturday night 
and gone to work without having turned 
in their cards, bat this is doubted. 
Sev­ 
eral employes of the Swedish paper, which 
was published on the eighth floor, were in 
the habit of sleeping in the building and 
nothing has been heard of them. 
Some 
law students slept in offices in the building 
and mine of them may be among the lost. 
The department has withdrawn from the 
mins, and the search for bodies will begin 
just as soon as it is considered safe.

“ How many bodies are in 
the ruins?” was the question often asked 
but never answered by the curious crowd 
that surrounds the grim walls of the Trib­ 
une building and gazed within at the 
smoldering debris. 
All day Sunday 
dozen streams played upon the smoking 
mass, but the clouds 
of 
steam that 
continued to rise 
gave 
warning that 
many hours must elapse before the search 
for the bodies could begin. 
The fire was 
so sudden, the means of escape so crim! 
nally inadequate, the panic so great, the 
advance of the flames so rapid, that many 
of the men on the upper floors must have 
perished, but their number cannot be 
known until the work of excavation has 
ended, lf indeed the exact record of fatal­ 
ities can be learned even then; for in a 
beat so intense as that which destroyed 
the great building it is probable that the 
bones of some of the victims were con­ 
sumed as completely as the woodwork of 
the iU-fated structure. 
The body of a

Anthon J. Dahl, a bookbinder, was os 
an upper floor and h now believed to bs 
amcmg tile dead. 
The elevator man, whc 
made five trips after the fire had brokes 
out, says he saw a man come out of an 
office and try to escape, but before hi 
could reach him a sheet of flame struck 
the man and at the same time he pulled 
revolver aud shot himself.

pretty certain that it was Dahl. 
A Brave Elevator Man. 
Charles A. Smith, the elevator

Smith is badly burned as the result of 
his bravery in running the elevator at the 
risk of his life. 
He saved at least twenty- 
five persons. 
A. Frank Itegensdorf, a stenographer 
employed at St. Paul, is reported missing. 
He left home Saturday evening to visit 
friends in this city, and it is feared thai 
he is one of the unfortunate victims of th« 
Tribune fire. 
Story of the Fire. 
There have been many versions bf how 
the seven men lying dead at the morgue 
met their death, and in this the stories 
have differed greatly. 
Charles A. Will­ 
iams, managing editor of the Tribune, wai 
the last man to leave the building, and 
he furnishes the most graphic and accurate 
account of the terrible holocaust. 
He wai 
terribly burned about the face and arms. 
“ I saw all the mop killed and can tell 
just how it happened,” he said. 
“ Re­ 
porter Jermane and I were talking in the 
hall, just opposite my room, when Mill* 
man, 
the 
commercial 
editor, 
re­ 
marked 
that 
he 
was 
going home. 
I went to 
my 
desk, 
got 
hit 
envelope and handed it to him, 
saying I 
‘Well, you might as well take your money 
with you. ’ Just about then somebody said 
there was fire in the building. 
A second 
later a sheet of flame flashed up from th* 
dim stairway and shot across into the ante­ 
room directly opposite. 
Twenty or mors 
printers, who had come from the compos* 
tog room, were standing at the head ol 
tho stairs, and when the flames came us 
thoy rushed into my room. 
Jermane wen! 
In after them, and I followed him, closing 
the door behind me, so as to shut out ths 
fire. 
I called out to the boys then that 
while there was no great danger as long 
as the door was kept shut, they had bettei 
hurry up and get down on the fire escape, 
which was at my center window. 
* ‘As I was speaking there came a crash 
at the door, and on opening it Mil I man 
and Miles rushed, or rather fell in. 
Whoa 
the alarm was first sounded they had 
stopped for something, and that was what 
prevented them from going down by th! 
stairs. 
Both were badly burned about thi 
face when thoy came in, and one of them, 
MUlman, I think fell. 
After raising him 
to fiis feet again I slammed the door shut, 
but not in time to shut out all of th< 
tongues of flame which had followed ths 
two men. 
'With the slamming of the door ths 
glass in it foil out, and instantly the room 
was filled with the most intense flame, 
which swept everything before it. 
I had 
put on my overcoat by this time and had 
implored the men on tho fire escape to 
hurry down before we were all lost. 
Ai 
the last of the printers went down thf 
escape and disappeared beneath the win­ 
dows, Miles went out and began descend­ 
ing. 
Mi ll man followed him, but when hi 
reached the window ho seemed to be over­ 
come by the fire and smoke and at onci 
made a jump for the ladder. 
He caught 
the rounds all right, but lost his grip and 
fell, striking Miles and forcing him off. 
Two men were seen to shoot themselves 
rather than be burned to death, and others 
fell from the roof of the burning building 
back into the crater of flame.” 
A Vain Fight for Life. 
Millm&n had a heavy fur overcoat os 
and tried to go down the stairway, bul 
was driven back by the furious flames. 
Is 
the meantime several persons were going 
down tho escape, including Oleson, Pick­ 
ett and Miles. 
Millman seemed crazed, 
and leaped through the window. 
Missing 
his hold on the escape he shot down like a 
lump of lead, to his descent knocking off 
Pickett, Oleson and Miles. The four men 
were picked up lifeless on the ground and 
fearfully mangled 
Others on the escape, 
by a miracle, saved themselves 
from 
meeting the same fate. 
Those who reached 
the ground by this means were more or 
less scorched by the hot air that belched 
forth from the windows on either side. 
Jenkinson and Igoe made a gallant fight 
for life by attempting to reach the ground 
by means of the fragile telegraph wires. 
Unfortunately their strength gave out, 
and half way down they lost their holds 
and fell fifty feet to the roof of an adjoin­ 
ing house. Jenkinson was dead when picked 
up. 
Igoe was unconscious and lived only 
a few minutes. 
McCutcheon leaped from 
the seventh story to a vain endeavor to 
catch a telegraph wire and was dashed to 
pieces. 
Mr. Wells, a reporter, and J. H. Leon­ 
ard, of the Tribuue editorial staff, were the 
last men down 
the narrow stairway. 
They were almost overpowered by the 
smoke on reaching the fifth floor, 
but I 
gathered themselves together and passed 
through the flames on the third floor. 
I d 
a minute escape would have been impossi­ 
ble by that means. 
Pickett, Igoe, Miles 
and McCutcheon were married men. 
and 
Jenkinson was to have been married in a 
short time. 
Millman lost his wife by 
asphyxiation a couple of weeks ago, and 
had just resumed work. 
A Veritable Death Trap. 
The plan of the building was such as to 
make it well nigh impossible for any whc 
delayed after the alarm had been given to 
make their escape from the building. The 
building has been considered dangerous for 
some time, its loose construction permit­ 
ting the heavy machinery to jar the 
whole building. 
There was but one fire 
escape, and it was at the end of the build­ 
ing 
where 
the 
fire 
raged 
fiercest. 
The 
single 
stairway 
was 
spiral, 
narrow and dark, and wound around 
the elevator shaft. 
Three years ago the 
inadequate fire protection of the building 
was considerably agitated, the m atter be­ 
ing taken up by the Trade and Labor 
assembly and carried finally to the city 
officials, an attempt being made to have the 
building properly protected or condemned, 
but nothing came of it. 
Since that time 
no changes have been made in the build 
In jj 
Chief Stetson places the entire blame 
for the loss of life on the owners of the 
b u sin g for refusing to supply sufficient 
fire escapes. 
The Owners Condemned. 
Minneapolis Typographical Union, No. 
42, met Sunday afternoon to take action 
on the calamity of Saturday night. 
After 
axamlmng the records the committee re­ 
ported a series of resolutions reciting the 
fact that the records of the Tribune and 
Journal chapels will show that committees 
have been repeatedly appointed to confer 
with A. B. Nettleton, who at that time 
had charge of the building, and requested, 
even begged of him, to furnish tho proper 
means of escape In case of fire. 
This Mr. 
Nettleton refused to do. 
Other commit­ 
tees from the trade and labor assembly 
were equally unsuccessful 
The resolu­ 
tions conclude thus: 
“ Resolved, That we, the members of tho 
Minneapolis Typographical Union, 
do 
most severely condemn those wjose duty 
it was to place a sufficient number cf fire 
escapes on the Tribune building for not so 
doing, and further 
“ Resolved, That In our judgment this is 
a proper subject for the coroner to care­ 
fully and fully investigate and place the 
blame where ic belongs.

comes in after Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illi­ 
nois, and California (in cigar pfbquction, 
but is third in importance as a cigarette 
producer. 
There were used In the manufacture of 
tobacco during the year mote than 23,000,- 
000 pounds of licorice, 18,605,550 pounds 
of sugar, and more than eight million 
pounds of “other materials,” 
There nro mentioned more than one 
hundred brands of baking powder that 
are described as adulterated. 
There are 
twenty-two sorts of coffee, so called, that 
are described as made up partly of chic 
ory, pease, beans, rye, corn, wheat, and 
coloring matter. 
Ten makes of cream of 
tartar, adulterated with phosphate of 
lime, sulphate of lime, tartrate of lime, 
corn starch, and flour ore spread before 
the reader. 
Then there is a list of French 
canners of vegetables who put sulphate of 
coppor to their cans to give the contents a 
vivid green color. 
Eight brands of lard 
found to be adulterated by the use of 
water, bee* stearine, and cotton-seed oil 
are given, and a couple of dozen names of 
makers of pure olive oil who “ pad” the 
genuine product with cotton-seed oil and 
other vegetable oils that are dressed out in 
foreign 
labels. 
Ot^er things that are 
adulterated are ground spices, cayenne, 
ginger, mace, mustard, and black and 
white pepper.

The democratic com­ 
mittee practically gave up the election, 
and it was generally conceded that For- 
aker woald be elected by ten or twelve 
thousand. And on learning how odds 
of two to one were being offered in favor 
of Mr. Foraker, Campbell at once in­ 
trusted a roll of bills to a friend with in­ 
structions to lay every cent of the 
amount on his own chances. 
Not con­ 
tent with this, he wrote oat a check for 
$1,000 more, whioh was invested for him 
by one/ff his Dayton friends m a similar 
manner on the day before the ballot took 
place. Thus in addition to'secnriDg the 
governorship of bis state, be has won 
two dollars for every dollar which he bas 
pat up. 


THE PEOPLE ANH TRUSTS. 
It is claimed that there was a thousand 
sermons preached on Thanksgiving day 
in whioh trusts and monopolies were de­ 
nounced; and, of course, various reme­ 
dies were suggested. The RiV. John B. 
Newton, an Episcopal minister of Rich­ 
mond , Virginia, eluted a strong truth in 
the following portion of his sermon: 
One of the great evils cf to-day is the 
trusts organized by rich meD, who, by 
their power of money, are destroying the 
honest returns to oar farmers by catting 
down the real value of oar crops. The 
laboring man should have a fair return 
tor his labor, and nntilthisis settled and 
established we must expect trouble, and 
the sooner corporations fatly understand 
this the better it will be for them and 
mankind. 
Then another Episcopal minister, the 
Rev. Melville Jackson, of Qrace church, 
in the same city, concluded his Thanks­ 
giving sermon in this language; 
In thiB land, favored as it is, a recent 
writer shows that out of a population of 
nearly 60,000,000, half of the wealth of 
the country is in the hands of about 25,- 
000. All that civilization does is to mass 
wealth in the bands of the few and put it 
in the power of combined capital to op­ 
press the poor. 
No tendency is observ­ 
able in our time to counteract this. There 
are bat two things that can counteract 
It—the growing power of enlightened 
christian principles, or the reactionary 
violence of the mob. 
There is mnoh truth in what Mr. 
Newton bas said in regard to trusts 
getting up comers on agricultural com­ 
modities, though, of coarse, they are not 
always responsible for the low prioe of 
grain. But there is a dangerous tend- 
eDoy, as suggested by Mr. Jackson, to 
concentrate wealth in the United States, 
and hew is that danger to be averted? 
lf the people shall be forced to’wait for 
relief until “the growing power of en­ 
lightened 
christian 
principles’' shall 
work a reform, the fear is that relief will 
long delay its coming, for congress does­ 
n’t seem to be mnoh idflaenoed by the 
principles of the gospel. And the other 
thing whioh Mr. Jackson names, “the 
reactionary violence of the mob," does 
not mend matters stall, but rather makes 
them worse, for in the history of this 
country no mob or strike ever succeeded 
in working a reform cr establishing a 
good principle. Those who strike and 
those who mob, usually strike and mob 
themselves. 
Congress bas some power to remedy 
these 'great evils; but there are some 
very sensible people who believe that 
congress won’t do any such a .thing, and 
they are not wide of the faot.in express­ 
ing the belief. “The will of the people’’ 
whioh is so powerful according to the 
popular theory, seems to have lost mnoh 
of its force. ‘ ‘The will of the people" is 
that there shall be no trnste, no monop­ 
olies, no snoh a combination of capital, 
as 
shall 
defeat 
the 
interests 
of the oommon people, 
bat thsse 
trusts, monopolies, and combinations 
are planted to day and thrive to-moxrow 
and the people can’t help themselves, at, 
least they do not. Once in a while, as in 
1874,1882, and 1888, there will be a reac­ 
tion in the election of congressmen, 
broaght about by the salary grab, the 
river and harbor swindle, and by demo­ 
cratic free trade, but trusts keep on 
growing, and the will of the people seems 
to be in a slumbering condition. 
It is in good time to repeat the lines 
John G. Holland once wrote: 
Th* world needs men! A time like this demands 
Strong minds, great hearts, trnc faith, and 
ready hand— 
Men whom the lust of office does not fill. 
Men whom the spoils of office cannot buy. 
Men who possess opinions, and a will, 
Men who have honor, men who will net lie. 
Men who can stand before a demagogue] 
And damn his treacherous flatteries without 
winking, 
Tall men, sun-crowned, who live above the fog, 
In public duty and in private thinking. 
That la the kind of statesmanship 
needed in these days of .frosts and mo­ 
nopolies. 


That was a terrible fire in Minneapolis 
on Saturday night which destroyed the 
Tnbnne cilice, aud in whose flame some 
seven or eight persons perished. 
I* 
difficult to determine bow many lives 
were lost, but six bodies have been 
recovered, and others are thought to 
bo baned in the ruins. The building was 
tight stories high, and the newspaper of­ 
fices were in the sixth and seventh sto­ 
ries, which mede it difficult to esoape, 
especially when the flames started below 
and shot upwards. 
It is beautiful to note.the amenities of 
newspaper life in this and all other [Bim • 
ilar calamities. 
There were three news­ 
paper offices,, destroyed in (the burning 
of that building, and all of them will be 
published as£usnal. The Tribune has 
the use of the St. Paul Dispatch plant 
for its morning issue, while the ^Tribune 
Star, its evening issue, comes out on 
time through the courtesy of the Minne­ 
apolis Times. The Evening Journal will 
be indebted to the St. Paul Pioneer 
Press for type andjpresses. 


There is very mnoh responsibility rest­ 
ing on the present congress. 
It is re­ 
publican. It has an opportunity to do 
many good things, to legislate wisely, 
and to show some high regard for the 
public welfare. 
It 
has a splendid 
chance 
to 
show 
how 
mach 
wiser, patriotic, more statesman-like it 
oan be than the past democratic con­ 
gresses . The tree is known by its fruits, 
and the republican congress will be known 
by the amount of good work it shall 
do. It can win the confidence of the public 
and build well for the republican party 
in 1892, or it can shatter that confidence 
and do much to blast the hope of success. 
So congress has a great power, and let 
us see how well it uses it.

It adorned 
the girdle of the high priest; it fash­ 
ioned the curtains in the ancient tab­ 
ernacle, it cushioned the chariots of 
King Solomon, it provided tile robe of 
Queen Elizabeth and in high places 
and in low places, by the tire of Hie 
pioneer’s back log and under the Hash 
of the chandelier everywhere, it has 
clothed nakedness, it has preached the 
Gospel, it has overcome hosts 
of 
penury and want with the war-cry of 
“Stitch, stitch, stitch!” The opera­ 
tives have found a livelihood by it, 
and through it the mansions of the 
employer 
have 
been 
constructed. 
Amidst the greatest triumphs in ail 
ages and lands, I set down the conquests 
of the needle. I admit its crimes; I 
admit its cruelties. 
It has had more 
martyrs than the fire; it has punctured 
tho eye; it has pierced the side; it has 
struck weakness into the lungs; it has 
sent madness into tho brain; it has 
filled the potter's field; it has pitched 
whole armies of suffering into crime 
and wretchedness and woe. 
But now 
that I am talking of Dorcas and her 
ministries to tho poor, I shall speak 
only of the charities of her needle. 
This woman was a representative of 
all those women who mako garments 
for the destitute, who knit socks for­ 
th© barefooted, who prepare bandages 
for tho lacerated, who fix up boxes of 
clothing for the missionaries, who go 
into the asylums of tho suffering and 
destitute bearing that Gospel which is 
sight fbV the blind, and hearing for the 
doetf, which will make tho lame man 
leap liko a hart, ajid bring the dead to 
life, immortal health bounding in their 
pulses. What a contrast between tho

A company of ^Christians of various 
denominations gatherod at tho ancient 
city of Joppa, memorable in Biblo his­ 
tory, to listen to a sermon by tho Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, of Brooklyn, who 
spoke on “The Birthplace of Sowing 
Societies,” taking for his text Acts ix., 
39: 
“And all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and showing the coats and 
garments which Boreas made while she 
was with them.” The speaker said; 
Christians of Joppa! Impressed as 
I am With your mosque, the first I ever 
saw, and stirred as I am with tho 
fhct that your harbor once floated the 
gTeat rafts of Lebanon cedar from 
whiqh the temples at Jerusalem were 
builded, Solomon’s oxen drawing the 
logs through this very town on the 
way to Jerusalem, nothing can make 
mo forget that this Joppa was tho 
birthplace of the sewing society that 
has blessed the poor of all succeeding 
$ges ip all lands. 
The disasters to 
your town when Judas Maccabaeus set 
It on fire, and Napoleon had live hun­ 
dred 
prisoners massacred in your 
neighborhood, cannot mako mo forget , 
that one of tho tmost maginificent 
charities of tho Centuries was started 
in this seaport by Dorcas, a woman, 
with her needle embroidering her 
name inoffaceably in the beneficence 
of tho world. 
I see her sitting in 
y^pider home. 
In the doorway, and 
around about tho building, and in tho 
room where she sits, are tho pale 
feces of the poor. Sho listens to their 
plaint, dhe pities their woe, she makes 
garments for them, she adjusts tho 
manufactured articles to suit tho bent 
form of this invalid woman, and to 
the cripple that comes crawling on his 
hands and knees. 
She gives a coat 
to this one, sho gives sandals to that 
one. 
With tho gifts sho mingles pray­ 
ers and tears and Christian encourage­ 
ment Then she goes out to ne greet­ 
ed on the street owners by thoso whom 
shb has blessed, and all through the 
afreet the cby is heard: 
“Dorcas is 
coming!” Tho sick look up gratefully 
In bor face as sho puts hor arm on tho 
Waning bfbw, and tho lost and tho 
abuu40ned stpyt up with hope as they 
Itoar ber gentle voice, as though an 
angel had addressed them; and as she 
gats out of the lane, eyes half put out 
with sm think they see a halo of light 
about her brow, and a trail of glory in 
her pathway. That night a half paid 
shipwright climbs tho hill and roaches 
home, and sees his little boy well clad, 
and ^ays: 
“Whcro did thoso clothes 
come from?” 
And they tell him, 
“Dorcas has been hero.” In another 
pined a woman is trimming a lamp; 
Dorcas bought the oil. 
In another 
place, a family that had not been at 
table for many a week aro gathered 
now, for Dorcas has brought bread. 
But there is a sudden pause in that 
woman’s ministry. 
They say: ‘ ‘Where 
is Don jas? Why, wo haven’t seen her 
for iJrany a day. Where is she?” And 
one of these poor people goes up and 
knocks at the door and finds the mystery 
solved. 
All through the haunts of 
wretchedness, the news comes * ‘Boreas 
is sick!” No bulletin flashing from 
the palace gate, tolling tho stages of 
a king’s disease, is more anxiously 
•waited for than the news from this 
sick benefactress. Alas! for Joppa! 
there is wailing, wailing. 
That voice 
t^hich nas uttered so many cheerful 
ifrords is hushed; that hand whioh had 
de so many garments for the poor is 
d aftd stilll; {he star which had 
poured light into tho midnight of 
wretchedness is dimmed by tho blind­ 
ing mists that got up from tho river of 
death. 
In every God-forsaken plaeo 
ill tho town; wherever there is a sick 
child and no balm; wherever there is 
hunger and no bread; wherever there 
is 
guilt 
and 
no 
commiseration; 
wherever there is a broken heart and 
nb comfort, tqero aro despairing looks 
and streaming eyes, 
and 
frantic 
gesticulations as they cry: 
“Dorcas 
is dead!” They send for tho Apostle 
Peter, who happens to be in the 
Suburbs of this place, stopping with 
^ tanner by the name of Simon. 
Peter 
urges his way through the crowd 
around tho door, and stands in the 
presence of the dead. 
What expostula­ 
tion ^d. grief all about him! 
Here 
stind somo of the poor people, who 
•how tho garments which this poor 
bornan had made for them. 
Their 
grief cannot 
be 
appeased. 
Tho 
Apostle Poter wants to perform a 
miracle. 
Ile will not do it amidst the 
excited crowd, so he kindly orders 
that the whole room be cleared. 
The 
dqor is shut against the populace. 
The apostle stands now with the dead. 
The apostle gets down on his knees 
and prays, and then he comes to the 
lifeless form fit this one all ready for 
the sepulcher, and in the strength of 
Him who is the resurrection he ex­ 
claims: 
“Tabitha, arise!” There is 
a stir in tho fountains of life; the 
heart flutters; tho nerves thrill; 
cheek flushes; the eye opens; she 


away. ' now tfio spirit" or God descends J 
upon that church; hundreds of souls 
stand up and confess tile faith df 
Christ. 
Has that Christian woman, 
who went away fifteen years ago, 
nothing to do with these things! I sec 
Hie flowering out of her noble heart. I 
hear the echo of her footsteps in all 
the songs over sins forgiven, in all the 
prosperity of the church. 
Tho good 
that seemed to be buried has come up 
again. 
Dorcas is resurrected. 
After a while ail these womanly 
friends of Christ will put down their 
needle forever. After making garments 
for others, some one will make a gar­ 
ment for them; the last robo wo ever 
wear—the robo for the gravo. 
You 
will have heard the last cry of pain. 
You will have witnessed 
tho last 
orphanage. 
You *yill have come in 
worn out from your last round of mercy. 
I do not know wheretou will sleep, nor 
what your epitaph will be; but there 
will be a lamp burning at that tomb 
and an angel of God guarding it and 
through all tho long night no rude 
foot will disturb the dust. 
Sleep on, 
sleep on! Soft bed, pleasant shadows, 
undisturbed repose! Sleep on! 


Asleep in Jesus! Blessed sleep! 
From which none ever wake to weep. 
Then one day there will be 
rending, 
and 
a 
whirl 
wheels, 
and 
a 
flash 
pageant; 
armies marching, 


the I 


clanking, banners 
booming, and that 


the 
sits 
up! 
We see in this subject Dorcas the 
disciple; 
Dorcas 
the benefactress; 
Dorcas the lamented; Dorcas the res­ 
urrected. 
If I had not seen that word disciple 
in my text, I would have known this 
woman was a Christian. Such music 
as that never came from a heart which 
is not chordod and strung by divine 
grace. 
Before I show you the needlq- 
work of this woman, I want to show 
yoq her regenerated heart, the source 
of 
pure life and of all Christian char­ 
ities. 
I wish that the wives and the 
mothers and daughters and sisters of 
all tho earth would imitate Dorcas 
in her discipleship. BefoVo wo cross 
the threshold of tho hospital, before 
you « t« r upon the temptations and 
triaHof to-morrow, I chargo you, in 
tho hftme of God, and by tho turmoil 
and tumult of the judgment day, oh 
women, that you attend to the first, 
last and greatest duty of your life— 
the seeking f^r God and being at 
peace with Him. 
Would to God that every Mary and 
every Martha would this day sit down 
at the feet of Jesus! 
Further, we sco Dorcas the benefac­ 
tress. History has told the story of 
the crown; the epic poet has sung of 
the sword; tho pastoral poet, with bis 
verses full of ledolence of clover tops, 
and a-rust!e with the silk of tho corn, 
has sung the praises of the plow. 
I 
tell you the praises of the needle. 
from the fig leaf robe ureuared in the 


tyjal benevolence of this woman 
and a great deal of the charity of this 
day! This woman did not spend her 
time idly plaiming how the poor of 
yOtir city of jflppa were to bo relieved; 
sho took her needle and relieved them. 
The sufferers of tho world want not so 
much theory as practice; not so much 
teju:s as dollars; not so much kind 
wishes as loaves of bread; not so much 
smiles as shoes; not so much “God 
bless you’s!” as jackets and frocks, 
I 
will put one earnest, Christian man, 
hard working, against five thousand 
mere theorists on tho subject of charity. 
Thoro arc women who talk beautifully 
about the suffering of tho world, who 
never had tho courage liko Boreas to 
take tho Doedlo and assault it, 
I am glad that there is not a page of 
tho World’s history which is not a rec­ 
ord of female benovelenc. 
God says 
to all lands and people, Como now and 
hoar tho widow’s mite rattlo down 
into tho poor box. 
The Frincess of 
Conti sold all her jewels that she might 
help tho famine 
stricken. 
Queen 
Blanche; tho wife of Louis VIIX. of 
France, hearing that there were some 
persons unjustly incarcerated in tho 
prisons, went out amidst tho rabble and 
took a stick and struck against the 
door as a signal that they might all 
striko it. and down went the prison 
doors and out came tho prisoners. 
Queen Maud, tho wife of Henry I., 
went down amidst the poor and washed 
their sores and administered to them 
cordials. 
Mrs. Ketson, at Matagorda, 
appeared on tho battle-field while tho 
missiles of death were flying around, 
and cared for tho wounded. Is there 
a man or woman who has ever heard 
of the civil war of America who has 
not hoard of tho women of the Sanitary 
and Christian commissions, and the fact 
that, before the smoke had gone up 
from Gettysburg and South Mountain, 
tho women of tho North mot the 
women of the South on the battle-field, 
forgetting all their animosities Iwhilo 
they bound up the wounded, and closed 
the eyes of tho slain? Dorcas the bene­ 
factress. 
I oomo now to speak of Boreas the 
lamented. When death struck down 
that good woman, oh, how much sor­ 
row thoro was in tho town of Joppa! 
I suppose thero were women there with 
larger fortunes; women perhaps with 
handsomer faces; but thero was no 
grief at their departure liko this at tho 
death of Dorcas. There was not more 
turmoil and upturning in the Mediter­ 
ranean sea, 
dashing 
against 
the 
wharves of tho seaport, than there 
were sergings to and fro of grief be­ 
cause Dorcas was dead. 
Thero aro a 
great many who go out of life and are 
unmissed. 
There may be a very large 
funeral, thore may be a great many 
carriages and a plumed hearse; there 
may be high sounding ologiums; the 
bell may toll at tho cemetery gate; 
thero may be a very fine marble shaft 
reared over tho resting place; but the 
whole thing may be a falsehood and a 
sham. Tlio church of God has lost 
nothing, tho world has lost nothing. 
It is only a nuisance abated: it is only 
a grumbler ceasing to find fault; it is 
only an idler stopped yawning; it is 
only a dissipated fashionable parted 
from his wine cellar; while, on the 
other hand, no useful Christian leaves 
this world without boing missed. The 
church of God cries out liko the 
prophet: 
“Howl, fir tree, for tho ce­ 
dar has fallen.” 
Widowhood comes 
and shows tile garments which the de­ 
parted had made. Orphans are lifted 
up to look in tho calm face of the 


sleeping benefa^ross. Reclaimed va­ 
grancy conned and kisses tho cold brow 
of her/who charmed it away from sin, 
and all thrpugh tho Streets of Joppa 
there is mourning—mcfliraing because 
Dorcas is dead. 
Oh, who would not rather have such 
obsequies th Au alf the tears that were 
ever poured in the lachrymals that 
have been exhumed from ancient cities. 
There may be no mass for the dead; 
there may be no costly sarcophagus; 
thero may be no elaborate mausoleum; 
jut in the damp collars of tho city, 
and through tho lonely huts of tho 
mountain glen, there will be mourn­ 
ing, mourning, because Dorcas is dead. 
Blessed aro the dead who die in tho 
Lord; thoy rest from their labors, and 
their works do follow them.” 
I speak to you of Dorcas the resur­ 
rected. Tho apostle came to where 
she was and said: 
“Arise, and she 
sat up!” In what a short compass 
tho great writer put that—“She sat 
up!” Oh, what a time there must 
have been around this town, when tho 
apostle brought her out among her 
old friends! How tho tears of joy must 
have started! What clapping of hands 
thero must have been! What singing! 
What laughter? Sound it all through 
the lane! Shout it down that dark 
alley! Let all Joppa hear it! Dorcas 
is resurrected! 
You and I have seen the samo thing 
many a time, not a dead body resusci­ 
tated, but the deceased coming up 
again after death in the good accom­ 
plished. 
If a man labors up to fifty 
years serving God, and then dies, we 
are apt to think that his earthly work 
is done. 
No. 
His influence on earth 
will continue until the world ceases. 
Services rendered for Christ never 
stop. A Christian woman toils for the 
upbuilding of a church through many 
anxieties, through many self-denials, 
with prayers and tears, and then sho 
, dies, 
It js fifteen years sijice she went 


a sky 
of 
of a 
chains 
waving, 
thunders 
Christain woman 
will arise from tho dust, and sho will 
be suddenly surrounded by tho wander­ 
ers of the street, whom sho reclaimed, 
surrounded 
by tho wounded souls 
whom she had administered I Daugh- 
of God, so strangely surrounded, what 
means this? It means that reward 
has come, that tho victory is won, that 
tho crown is ready, that the banquet 
is spread. 
Shout it through all the 
crumbling earth. 
Sing it through all 
tho flying Heavens. 
Dorcas is resur­ 
rected!

A Largn Increase In th e Navy R ecom ­ 
m ended—Necessary Reforms. 
W ashington, Dec. 2 —Tho report of 
the Secretary of the 
Navy cires tho 
strength of tho United Status navy, when 
all tho ships now authorized are com­ 
pleted, ai dexcluding thoso which will have 
Leon retired by that time, at eleven arm or­ 
ed yesse s, of which only three aro design­ 
ed for f gilling at sea, and th irty -one un­ 
armored v'ssels. 
A statem ent is civeu of

The statement gives the Dowers 
aud Dumber of vessels as follows:

The secre­ 
tary uses this statement to show the de­ 
fenseless condition our coast lino of 13,000 
miles, upon which are situated more than 
twenty great cities. 
Any one of the pow­ 
ers named, ho says, could in a single raid 
secure enough money to pay the whole 
expense of a naval war; an amount one- 
half of which expended over a series of 
years would be sufficient to afford this 
country a guaranty of peace. 
Tho secretary congratulates tho country 
upon the new cruisers built during the 
last seven years, but insists that the work 
must continue. To stop now is to abandon 
everything w# have gained. 
The future 
navy, which will require fifteen years in 
building, should consist of twenty armored 
battleships, twenty coast defense ships and 
sixty cruisers. 
Of the latter tbirty-ono 
are now built or authorized, and the re ­ 
mainder could wait till tho battleships are 
constructed. 
Tho Secretary recommends the building 
of three more 3,000-tou gunboats for u s j 
on foreign stations. 
The construction of 
five more torpedo boats is also recom­ 
mended. 
To perfect the system of manning the 
navy tho Secretary recommends th at all 
crews bo composed of Americans only, 
that terms of enlistment be increase I to 
five years, and that naval apprentices bo 
held till they* are 24 yqars of age. 
It is 
further recommended that the num ber of 
apprentices be increased from 750, the 
present number, to 1,500. 
In the opinion of the Secretary the sys­ 
tem of contracting with private firms for 
the construction of new vessels is tho best, 
as it tends to foster and increase the indus­ 
try. 
Still it is advisable th a t the navy 
should build some of its ships. 
The num ­ 
ber of I rivato concerns is so small that 
circumstauces might readily arise which 
would place tho departm ent a t the mercy 
of combinations. 
To prevent this it must 
itself enter the field and become a t least a 
possible competitor with other bidders. 
The deterioration of navy-yard prop­ 
erty, duo to insufficient appropriations, 
calls for immediate action, the report says, 
It is recommended 
th at useless stores, 
amounting in nominal value to over $15,- 
000,000 and constantly accumulating, 
to 
be sold and proceeds devoted to necessary 
repairs. 
The secretary’s estimates for the next 
fiscal year | am ount to $25,599,23 
of 
which $9,000,000 is for increase of the 
navy.

The Baptist church was taxed to its 
fullest capacity last evening and stand­ 
ing room was at a premium; Tbe occas­ 
ion was the second in the series of 
monthly union temperance meetings. 
The pastors of the five churches partic­ 
ipating occupied the platform and took 
some part in the service. The song ser­ 
vice was nicely rendered by tbe Baptist 
ohnrch quartette. 
The following is the full text of the 
able sermon delivered by Rev. Mr, Eaton 
of Court Street M. E. cha aob: 
We have not projected these temper 
anee meetings 
because we thought 
we oould tell the 
people 
anything 
new, [bat because we wish to encourage 
and inspire and aiouie and awaken the 
people to put into paactioetbe things 
wbioh they already know concerning this 
work. It is the wish of the bretbern in­ 
terested in this matter,to stir the people, 
to aronse them. We are in dead earnest, 
and these meetings are for that result. 
I will talk tonight upon total abstin­ 
ence, and that is not anything new. 
The first reason that I will give to­ 
night for total abstinence is a financial 
one. No one oan afford to drink strong 
rink, becanse it is so exceedingly costly. 
Strong drink impoverishes the individ­ 
ual; tit impoverishes the community; 
it impoverishes the nation. 
What a Mississippi of wealth ie poured 
out into the lap of harmful luxury. It 
is almost if not quite a round billion 
spent every year for strong drink. Who 
oan possibly comprehend 
snob 
an 
amount; to rain people, to rain their 
earthly life and east a shadow aoross 
their eternal fatnre— money enough to 
make four lines of one dollar greenbacks 
all tbe way from Janesville to the moon ? 
Is it any wonder that there is poverty 
and waste and hanger in the richest 
country that God’s san ever shines up­ 
on ; with the most glorious climate and 
most genial soil ? It is because of strong 
drink. We cannot afford it, I have lived 
for two years in La Grosse, the second 
city in tbe state—they say, in size; but I 
came in contact there with want, and 
misery and suffering and sorrow and 
poverty more than I ever saw before. 
Yet there is of wealth there. 
Why thin 
misery ? Because they have 145 aaloons 
there. Rev. Dr. Thomas, of the Presby­ 
terian church, estimated tbe copt of tbe 
saloons to be more than $400,000 a year. 
Enough to make sober heads swim to 
think of it, aa it made drunkards’ heads 
swim to drink it. Is it any wonder that 
there is wickedness and misery and pov­ 
erty on every side? Now, I am not over­ 
stating this; 145 saloons in that city, 
filching from the people; robbing them 
and caning them, is tbe direct cause of 
this poverty and sorrow. Wherever these 
institutions are sustained and supported, 
that is the fruit they bnng forth. We 
cannot afford it. It is an exceedingly ex­ 
pensive and rnino as luxury. I wonder 
how mach money a boy of 15 years oould 
earn ? Fifteen oents a day ? 
He would 
not have to be a very industrious boy 
in order to earn and save that much; yet 
many boys would notjtbink it was ex­ 
pensive to spend 15 oents a day—woald 
say, “might just as well spend that little; 
that is not much for drinks, cigars, etc.” 
Horace Greeley said s oigar was a thing 
with fire at one end, and a fool at the 
other. Fifteen oents a day for beer; that 
is only three drinks. Why, that is not 
mach; and yet, if you should spend fif­ 
teen oents a day it’>wonld amount in a 
year to a good deal. Suppose there is a 
young man in this audience who spends 
fifteen cents a day; suppose he stops 
short and henceforth saves that amount. 
We.will fix it at three glasses of beer a 
day ; in a year he will save $54 75. My! 
what a sum of money saved. 
Here is a young gentleman wha bas 
saved $54.75. Why at tbe end of a year 
a young gentleman who had saved that, 
saved it instead of spending it, why my 
young friends, he woald feel so proud 
that yon would have to sit on tha fence 
to give him room .to get by. Supposing 
he saved this for two, three, four, five 
years, 15 cents a day instead of spending 
it for strong drink. At tbe end of ten 
years at 6 per cent interest be would 
have $716.80, Yon would have to go in­ 
to 
the 
yard now 
to 
let 
him 
pass. 
Saved 
simply the 
amount 
whioh he 
would have 
wasted 
by 
gratifying an appetite whioh he did not 
originally have perhaps. 
In twenty 
years he woald eave $2009.61. 
He is 
getting to be a millionaire, a bloated 
bond-holder, 
think of it. In thirty 
years, 
if 
he 
keeps 
at 
it, he 
will 
be 
about 
45 
years 
old 
now; he’s got $4,320, and he’s ready to 
retire or he oan retire; and tbe young 
man or man at middle age,who baa $4,000, 
with integrity, manhood and temperance 
—that yonng man can do anytbing in the 
world. 
Yon will suddenly begin to see 
that no young man oan afford to begin 
life and use strong dring at all. 
Thst is 
why there is so muoh wickedness and 
misery. 
Yonng men often waste their money 
and their time in useless and barmfal 
indulgence and then complain that they 
“never had a chance.” One is reminded 
of Dr. Talmage’a arraignment of such 
folly, which was somewhat as follower 
“ Every sound yonng man has a right 
arm worth $25,000, and a left arm worth 
$25,000, and two leg* worth each as 
mach, there is $100,000 in legs and 
arms; 
then a brain worth $50,000, 
and a pair of lungs worth another $50,- 
000, and a stomach worth all tbe rest— 
$400,000 in legs and arms and brain sdd 
longs and stomach! What a magnificent 
outfit!” Think of a young man wasting 
his time, bis yontb, his manhood and his 
money, with such a superb capital as 
that, and then when his last dime is 
gone, his health gone, his reputation 
gone, whining out bis oemplaint /that he 
never had a chance! 
You 
can’t afford to drink strong 
drink, for another reason—a hygenio 
reaeon: It is ruinous to h e a l t h Where 
is tbe man or woman in this world who 
oan be happy when health is gone? I do 
not know. And if there’s anything that’s 
seriously worth protecting, it is health. 
But strong drink or alcohol will destroy 
health, and that is pretty generally ad­ 
mitted now by all whose opinion it is 
worthy of reaped! Take one drop of al­ 
cohol, pat it into a little water with some 
blood corpuscles, and pnt nuder a micro­ 
scope of 400 diameters magnifying power, 
yon will discover in three annates, per­ 
haps, 
when

Dr. N. S. Davis, of Chica­ 
go, says that he believes and bas believed 
for years that alcohol has no plaoe in the 
materia medusa, It is an excitement and 
irritant.

tie would not beoome crazy, because of 
that,and demand{more and more and yet 
more.

It is

God 
never made it. 
It is not found any­ 
where rn the labratory of nature. No 
’ruit.which falls to the earth and decays 
will prodnoe alcohol It is a product of 
forced and abnormal decay; decay is 
poison, and poison is death. It enters 
the ay stem to arouse and excite. 
It 
whips the dormant vitality of the body 
into activity, and thus enables one to 
lay his strength under contribution for 
excessive taxation and exhaustion, and 
helps the poor victim to squander his 
powers and precipitate his own rain. 
Now all this is in exact obedience to a 
law of nature that la applicable every­ 
where. Light and heat and Bound radi­ 
ate from the producing point as the 
square of the distance; tbe amount of 
light, heat and aonnd that will pars 
through an opening one foot square ten 
feet distant, will fill four equate feet 
twenty feet distant, and nine square feet 
thirty feet distant. 
A horse that goes 
six miles per hoar will have to tax his 
energies fonr times as mach 
to go 
twelve miles per hour, and nine times aa 
muoh to go eighteen miles per.honr. Bo 
also if you double the speed of a loco­ 
motive it will cost four times the wear 
and tear of machinery and four times the 
amount of fuel. This same principle ap 
plies to the ourviatare of circ lea like that 
of tbe earth’s surface. It ie eight inches 
in one mile, four times eight inches in 
two miles, nine times eight inches in 
three miles, etc. 
Now it a man haa a 
certain amount of bodily strength with 
out alcohol, and be drinks alcohol to in­ 
crease bis strength so that he oan doable 
his work it will cost him four times his 
original strength, and that is why he is 
so soon exhausted; and taal is why one 
is so perfectly collapsed after a debauch. 
Then there is another hygenio reason— 
and that is the direot affect of alcohol 
upon the system itself. Above I spoke 
of a mechanical effect of alcohol as an 
iritant; bat it has also a direot physio­ 
logical effect to poison, to disintegrate 
and rain the system itself. When the 
blood 
is weakened 
by poison, its 
corpuscles broken down, their carry­ 
ing 
power 
destroyed, 
that instant 
a man is exposed to disease with no 
power to resist it, or to respond tomedl- 
cine. Now and then a man drinks with 
impunity. |We bear some times of men 
who have lived to the age of 95 years 
perhaps, 
who 
drank 
liquor 
all 
their lives. Drinkers liing this abroad. 
How exceedingly exceptional euoh oases 
are! Take into account that 
it is 
pretty 
fgenerally 
recognized 
that 
alcohol unfits one for his beat work. 
Athletes and base ball players, etc., ad­ 
mit that a person’to do his beet work 
don’t need strong drink. They are pos­ 
itively abandoning the use of it when 
they expect tbe beet work. It is pretty 
generally admitted that strong drink 
harms the health and destroys tbe sys­ 
tem rather than builds it up. 
When a 
man is sick unto death, a physician may 
give a drop or two to arouse his flicker­ 
ing strength. But this is in oases of ex­ 
tremity, and is always lobe administered 
by a physician, and for a special purpose. 
To-day there are many excellent pbysi 
dans who believe that the time never 
comes when a better and safer sub­ 
stitute can not be found. 
Another 
reason for 
total 
absti­ 
nence is a prudential reason, or 
a 
statistical reason. [I do not think we can 
gather the statistics upon this sobj set 
very aocnrately. 
There are ten millions of people 
intheU.B. who drink moderately or 
otherwise. One million out of the ten 
million are habitual drunkards. 
One 
million drunkards producing annually 
one hundred thousand deaths! Every 
drunkard in thie vast army enlisted as a 
moderate drinker. What is the cause of 
all this ? 10,000,000 man and women in 
this country eat bnokwheat pancake* 
and these do net produce a million glut­ 
tons and one hundred thousand do t ot 
go to the grave in a year because of the 
extensive use 
of 
buckwheat cakes. 
What is there about the use of strong 
drink that will produce this enormous 
result? Why will the use of strong drink 
produce a result that nothing else will 
do? 
One reason is: Weare not in a mod­ 
erate climate, lf we lived in the tropics 
near the equator you would not expect 
any one to be Jo me immoderate in the 
use of strong drink. 
None of the ex­ 
tremes of heat and cold such as we have- 
The pendulum of our climate is sweep­ 
ing rapidly from one extreme to the other. 
Our 
rigorous 
climate is constantly 
plunging us either into a snow bank or 
a Turkish bath. And this so much con­ 
tributes to our constitutional intemper­ 
ateness that we do not do anything tem­ 
perately—exoept J make 
temperance 
speeches. 
BfAgain, along with ib is rigorous oil mate 
we have a vigorous and hot blooded peo 
pie; the Irish, Scotch, German, Scandi­ 
navian, French and Italian blood is here 
mixed and mingled into the beet race of 
history, but it is a hot-blooded race; a 
radical race—a race that builds railroads 
aoross continents, lays cables on the bot­ 
tom of the sea. Look at Ghioago—built 
in a week; burned up in a night, and re­ 
built in an hoar! 
We are excessively hot-blooded—we 
don’t do anything moderately; when we 
go, we go! Such a people cannot be en­ 
trusted with anything like strong drink. 
Their blood is hot enough, and their 
brain is dizzy enough now.

liquors. 
If 
s 
person oould get the old fashioned 
kind that wouldn’t aet a person all on fire 
at once, he might drink moderately. 
There is none of that kind now; not pos­ 
sible to get one hogshead from Europe 
that is pure. What is the matter with it? 
Not only are the wines concoctions of 
poisons, 
but 
to 
a 
very 
large 
degree are the brandies and whiskies and 
other drinks. Poisons that are male to 
kill,—made to kill quickest and farthest, 
and to oreate demand for more. Bold to 
make money. The men who go into this 
business expect that, and they get rich. 
There is no longer any pure cognac 
brandy, accord mg to tbe testimony of 
United States Consol Irish. The liquors 
wherever made are simply medicated 
and drugged and fixed up to create ab­ 
normal appetites. 
Another 
reason 
is 
a 
moral 
reason. 
The 
ase 
of 
alcohol 
in 
the 
'human 
system 
produces 
a 
moral effect 
almost instantly. Pro­ 
duces a “don’t oareativenese,” almost in­ 
stantly. One glass of liquor makes a 
man feel I don’t care what becomes of 
me. A man does not commit a crime 
by taking one glass. I do not think that 
he will be damned for it. The liquor he 
puts into his stomach produoea an affect 
upon his moral nature, so that he don’t 
care whether he takes one or ten. And 
thus, all moral resistance and self-oon- 
trol are at once weakened and destroyed 
He is robbed of (his self-respect, and 
self-control; when he takes one*drink he 
loses self-oontrot. That is the moral 
effect of drink. Bo he cannot afford to 
drink even moderately. It robs him of 
power to stop. Now take the climate, 
the kind of liquor, tbe hot blood that 
courses through your veins and mine, 
and then tbe other tremendous and awfal 
moral reason that is greater than all 
these, and we have the reasons why we 
cannot drink moderately. 
So.joung men, when you go to the 
bar to drink understand that you go to 
sign 
your 
Buro 
death 
warrant. 
It is not only physical but moral suicide. 
He may think that he ie strong; that his 
will is stronger than others; also how 
many so think. It is practically impos­ 
sible to drink moderate, if one drinks at 
all. Do not ran tbe stupendous risk, 
when there are two worlds that are inter­ 
ested in this act.
